SUBJECT: The Society for the Preservation of the Latvian Heritage 



1. In accordance vjith the approval granted by Cover Divi- 

sion for the creation of the above-named Society for the purpose 
of covering spotting and recruiting activities in the U.S., steps 
have been taken to create such a society. Durine: the past six 
months, the Chairman of this Society, T1 D > has 

gathered a number of professional people about him and has con- 
ducted forms which have served the purpose of banding these pro- 
fessional people together. As originally envisaged, this group 
of people considers themselves to be a club which would endeavor 
to keep the Latvian spirit alive. In addition to the task of 
forming the overt society, c O has also been working at 

his full-time factory job which has prevented him from forming a 
net of spotters i 

2. Our operational contract agent, C ^ , has 

been building up a net of spotters for the past two years. These 
spotters have been instrumental in furnishing this Branch pro- 
spective agents. The shortcoming of E ^ 's net is the lack of 
cover should such become necessary. 

■ 3» The Deputy Chairman of the subject Society is E. 
ri who is, at present, in the process of creating a net of 
spotters, t- H’s spare-time activity of conducting a weekly 
half-hour radio program in Philadelphia further substantiates his 
cover as a member of the subject Society. It is envisaged that 
his net will contain approximately ten spotters. 

U. The subject Society has now reached the point vihere it 
must obtain some funds or else have its meirbers lose interest and 
become dormant. Because of this fact, as xirell as the fact brought 
out in paragraph 2. above, it is felt advisable that a sm of 
I L Elbe made available to the Society from one or more osten- 

sible donors vjhose nanes will not be revealed to the Society imtil 
such time as it becomes absolutely necessary. The above sum xTOui.d 
cover the follow;Lng expenditures for si:< months:

If it becomes at all feasible in the future, T- ^ 

will also endeavor to create a network of spotters which would pro- 
vide this Branch with three independent spotting nets under the 
direct control of three principal agents, who, in turn, vrill be 
under the control of the case officer. The spotters themselves 
viill not be witting of government interest wherever possible. None 
of the principal spotters, i.e., L U, Cl 3, and C 3, 

will know the extent of the other principal's net nor of the indi- 
viduals working for this net. When a new prospective spotter is 
proposed by one principal, a PRQ on him will be given to the case 
officer who will then check this name against the spotters already 
in other nets and — if there is no conflict — will request clearance. 
When clearance has been obtained, the principal concerned will be 
notified and informed that the spotter can now be approached. 

Should it develop that the prospective spotter is either already 
being utilized or is unacceptable from a security point of view, the 
principal will merely be informed that the prospective spotter con- 
cerned may not be utilized. Such compartmentalization, it is hoped, 
will preclude compromising our entire assets should one net become 
compromised. The compromise of one net should not, undei’ this sys- 
tem, necessarily mean that the Society, as such, is compromised as 
well, because the Society cannot vouch for the everyday activities 
of any of its members. 

6. Discussions vjith the General Counsel have brought out that 
the Socieiyr would not need to register ijith the Department of State 
as an instrument of ’a foreign government or an agency working in the 
behalf of a foreign government. It was also brought out that, for 
the pi.irpose of better control and tax exemption, it would be bene- 
ficial to have the Society incorporate, in which case the Society 
may procure a blanket tax exemption and would not need to divulge 
the names of donors. Upon receipt of the aforementioned svim, the 
Society will begin to publish a monthly bulletin which xirould carry 
the various ideas, speeches, utterances, theories of the professional 
menbers. This would stimulate the interest and vjould preserve the 
ostensible purpose of the society. The bulletin itself vjill be com- 
piled, edited and translated by the secretary (only full-time paid 
employee), viho xjould also create a mailing list and handle all cor- 
respondence of the Society. Certain additional overt tasks of the 
Society vri.ll also be bene.ficial to the covert FI effort, ij.e., col- 
lection of all mail from Latvia received by Latvians in the U.S.j 
compilation of a roster of Latvians in the U.S. as vrell as Latvians 
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in exile; procurement of photographs, books, geograptiic and 
other data regarding Latvia; procurement of clothing originating 
in Latvia; etc. 

7 . It is felt that time for expanding the activities of 

the Society as outlined above is,, not at all prematxire but rather 
needs immediate attention lest the interest created to date xvanes. 
No special security im.plications can be envisaged at the- present 
time; it is also not anticipated that security problems will arise 
because the entire matter of expanding the Society wili be handled 
by foiu* extremely competent and cleared persons, i.e., c J 

tr U y d . -J and the aforementioned secretary. Although the 

figure of $iT xj; slightly higher than originally anticipated, 

it is believed that the potential capabilities of the Society war- 
rant tliis expenditure. Sufficient funds are available in approved 
Project A.ECOB.
